Porto Maurizio, April 12. — Gifford 
Pinchot, until recently chief forester 
of the United States, has had his day 
with Colonel Roosevelt, and each w as 
positive in the statem ent that they 
had “nothing to say.” Both, however, 
seem ed exceedingly pleased and both 
w ere in high spirits when seen by rep­ 
resentatives of the press. When told of 
th e exch an ge of congratulatory cable­ 
gram s betw een the syndic of Porto 
Maurizio and President Taft. Colonel 
Roosevelt expressed him self as appre­ 
ciating highly tite courtesy of both 
officials. Former Mayor .Limes Phelan, 
of San Francisco, who is io o k e d upon 
as one of the leaders of the reform 
m ovem ent on the Pacific coast, was 
here, having conte from Monte Carlo 
to se e the ex-president. Neither will 
give even an intimation as to the sub­ 
jects to he discussed. 
Phelan is a 
Democrat, but for years has been a 
close friend of Colonel Roosevelt. 
Pinchot remained here over night. 
Ile talked freely of ordinary matters, 
hut could not he induced to utter a 
word as to his conversation with the 
colonel. He evaded all questions re­ 
lating to it, 
A lter his long and mysterious talk 
with 
Pinchot. Colonel 
R oosevelt 
re­ 
ceived a call from a couple of Fran­ 
ciscan monks. 
After luncheon 
Colonel 
R oosevelt, 
accom panied by Mr. Pinchot and Mrs. 
R oosevelt and Miss Ethel, went for a 
long drive 
They proceeded about six 
m iles 
along 
the Villea Caremagnia, 
halting at one place to inspect an old 
chapel which is hung with seam en's 
votive offerings 
The colonel had 
a 
long chat 
with 
tile aged 
priest in 
charge 
who was much Interested in 
the little gold medal of St. Joseph. 
which Colonel R oosevelt carried dur­ 
ing his entire African journey. 
The 
party then walked a half dozen m iles 
uphill to a point where they were re­ 
joined by the ca riage. Three villages 
through which they had passed com ­ 
paratively 
unobserved 
on 
their out­ 
ward trip had 
identified the new est 
citizen of Porto Maurizio by the tim e 
he returned on his way back to Miss 
C arew ’s villa, and as a result of the 
en th u siastic greetings of the villagers 
the colonel's hat was more often In his 
hand than on his head 
The carriage 
was frequently pelted with flowers. 
W hen the party returned to the villa 
It w as found that tho police had ar­ 
rested a young mon in the garden at­ 
tached to the villa. He had been ad­ 
mitted 
to the 
grounds 
bv the 
gar­ 
dener whom he had told that he was 
a pollee agent. 
T his seem ed quite 
natural, as there are nearly alw ays a 
number of such officials around. After

The New Jersey Medical society was 
represented by Mr I^ewis. a professor 
of medical jurisprudence. 
In urging 
the governor to sign the Ramsay bill 
Mr. I^fwis quoted the governor as hav­ 
ing declared in a public speech that 
he would do everything within hia 
power as governor to maintain the 
high standards of the medical profes­ 
sion In New Jersey. 
Mr. Lewis con­ 
strued these rem arks as a promise by 
the governor th it he would give fa 
vorable consideration to such a bill as 
was then under consideration 
“I never made any such rem ark as 
that." said the governor, dem anding 
from Mr Lewis the source of his in 
formation. 
“I have It on very good authority.” 
replied Mr. Lewis. 
"W ho is your authority?” persisted 
the governor. 
“ Dr. Halsey,” was th** an sw e r 
Turning toward Dr. Ha.sev, at whom 
he pointed his Angor, the governor 
added: “ You have lied about me. This 
isn ’t the first time, either. 
You lied 
about inc before I was a candidate for 
governor and you have continued do 
lug so ever since I have been in office 
You arc the only man who has tried to 
bulldoze me into signing this bill.” 
Dr. Halsey t u r n e d white under the 
onslaught of the governor, but as he 
anise to reply the commotion In the 
executive cham ber became so great 
that his voice was drowned The gov 
ernor immediately declared the b la r ­ 
ing at an end and retired to his pri­ 
vate office 
while the delegation dis­ 
persed.

States. 
This announcem ent was made 
by the chief justice. 
The 
reurgum ent 
of 
these 
cases 
conics as the direct result of the death 
of Justice Brewer a few days after 
the 
Standard 
Oil 
case 
had 
been 
argued. 
As Justice Moody was 
unable to 
participate in the 
consideration of 
these cases only seven justices were 
left to give a decision. 
How the court was divided In re­ 
gard to the decision is still as much a 
mystery as before the assignm ent of 
the cases for reargument. 


Probably Closely Divided. 


It is believed, however, that 
the 
court was evenly divided or alm ost so 
and that It probably was loath to give 
lo the country a decision which w is 
not supported by a majority of a full 
court. 
Such a majority would be five 
mess hers. 
The fact that the corporation tax 
cases were not set for reargum ent is 
taken to mean that a decision will he 
announced in regard to the constitu­ 
tionality of the law authorizing it in 
a short time. 
The reassignm ent of the big suits 
came as a complete surprise. 
Such a 
reassignm ent wa?< anticipated by some 
last Monday, when the court met af 
ter the death of Justice Brewer. W hen 
It was not forthcoming at that time 
It was generally believed that decis­ 
ions of the cases would be announc' d 
soon. 


Surprise to W ick e rh am . 


Attorney Gen*tai W ic k e rh a m was 
ss much surprised as any one at the 
sudden turn in the fight against these 
corporations. He expressed his utter 
ignorance of any further knowbvige of 
the action of the court other than the 
announcem ent of Chief Justice Fuller. 
This was simply that "Nos. Si6 an i 
317. the American Tobacco company 
vs the United States, and the United 
State* vs. the American Tobacco coin 
pany, and No. 725, the Standard OII 
Company of New Jersey vs. the United 
States, are restored to their place on 
the docket for reargum ent.” 
Unless a motion to advance these 
cases is made they will not com e up 
in the regular order of business for 
nearly a year. 
It Is regarded as Im­ 
probable that such a motion for re 
argum ent 
before 
next term will be 
made. 
Only three more weeks of this term 
remain for hearing the argum ent of 
cases, although the court has come 
in before its adjournm ent, about June 
I. to hoar argum ents in a particular 
case. 


New Judge to Hear. 
The effect of the reargum ent wil' 
doubtless be to have the successor of 
Justice Brewt-r. whomsoever he mav 
be. partlciuate in the consideration of 
these cas**s 
The choice of the sue 
cessor may be made more difficult on 
account of the complication. 
Solicitor 
General Bowers has been mentioned 
prominently for the vacancy, and now 
the question arises as to whether he 
would be eligible to sit in the tobacco 
and oil cases.
